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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's response filed 7/19/06 is acknowledged. Claims 1-17 are pending. Claims 
1 8-3 1 have been cancelled. 

Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election without traverse of group I in the reply filed on 7/19/06 is 
acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by W. J. Hampshire 
(US 3,378,613). W. J. Hampshire discloses (figure 1 column 2, lines 16-30) an apparatus 
comprising a fiber core section (4), the core section having a cross sectional area being 
substantially similar to a diamond shape; a laminate composite section (3) comprising of 
fiberglass mixed with a resin; the fiberglass being disposed around the core section (4); the 
fiberglass being oriented at a configuration similar to the core section (3); the apparatus has 
edges (1,7), the fiberglass are oblique to the edges. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hampshire in view 
of Chess (US 4,992,317). Hampshire substantially discloses all of applicant's claimed invention 
as discussed above except for the material of fibers being a carbon fiber. Chess discloses 
(column 2, lines 49-55) a reinforced composite material that has carbon fibers to be used as the 
reinforcing fibers for a purpose of obtaining a high modulus fiber alternative to the fiberglass. It 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to use Chess's teaching in Hampshire's apparatus for obtaining a high modulus fibers 
alternative to the fiber glass. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 7-8 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Claims 9-17 are allowed. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Lyman (US 5,973,603) discloses an ultra capacitor design with lightweight structure. 
Gelpke (US 3,137,893) discloses fibers oriented in a diamond shape. 
R. J. Demaison (US 3,106,756) discloses a light weight cover. 
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Roberts et al. (US 5,975,201) discloses a heat sink for increasing thermal conductivity. 
Bird (US 6,1 10,567) discloses a composite structural panel
